Scott's attempted suicide apparently 
restored hla full senses and he - was 
discharged from^lhe asylum to-day.

Tbe body will lie In slate at the ree- 
Irtence of ^he prince until *rhursday, 
when the funeral will be hekr 
The Emperor Issued an edict to-day 
that on lh<^day of Prince Ito’s funeral 
all forms of offlcial work shall cease 
throughout the Empire. The Korean 
delegHtea who will attend the funeral 
were rece4ved to-day by the members 
of the Cabinet and the ofliclals of the 
imperial household. 

The American Episcopal Board of 
Missions, through the RL Rev. John 
MoKIn, Etdscopal Bishop of Toklo. has 
sent condolences on the death of Prlrtce 
Ito to Count Juataro Komura, the For¬

SHIPP’S PLEA FOR A 
REHEARING IS DENIED 


SUPREME <X>URT TO PASS SEN¬ 
TENCE FOB CONTEMPT. 


SIX DEFENDANTS ORDERED TO 
APFlgAR NOVEMBER 15. 


AN UNUSUAL PROCEEDING. 


Waaldngton, Nov. 1.—Tha anusual 
proceeding of an arraignment for sen¬ 
tence at (he bar of the Supreme (Jourl 
of the United States will be witnessed 
two w’ceks from to-day. In accordance 
with an announcement made* to-day In 
the cases of Joseph H. Shipp, of Chat¬ 
tanooga, Tenn., and flve codefendanis. 
charged with contempt. The court to¬ 
day denied motions for a rehearing of 
the casea 

The cases originated In the court’s 
deciding In March. 1806, to consider the 
appeal of ^ negro named Ed Johnson 
from a verdict of the Tennessee courts, 
holding him guilty and sentenced to bo 
hanged on a charge of criminal assault. 
The night after the determination of 
the Suptseme Court to review the pro¬ 
ceedings to ihe oAse was wired to Chat- 
tojiooga, where Johnson w'os conflned In 
Jail, A number of people stormed the 
jail and took him out and lynched him 

The court was much incensed over 
the !>*nohlng, and at Its InstancA^ the 
Attorney Geiieml Instituted proceed¬ 
ings against Bhipp. w*ho was tho Sher¬ 
iff, and the Jailer and iw'enly-flve oth¬ 
ers. supposed to have been implicated 
In the lynching, charging them with 
contempt of the Supreme Court. MOiny 
of the accused were exonerated, and In 
the end only six were found guilty. 
*1 hese were Sheriff Shipp, hia deputy. 
Jeremiah Gibson, who wras the Jailer; 
Luther Williams, Nick Nolan, Henry 
Padgett and William Mayes, residents 
of Chattanooga. 

The flndtng of the court w«a ^an¬ 
nounced in May, just before the close 
of the last term of the court, but oil 
the defendants entered motions for a 
reheaHng. which had the effect of post¬ 
poning action until the present term. 
The court lo-day, through Chief Jus¬ 
tice Fuller, announced Its denial of the 
motions, the Chief Justice stating at 
the same time the decision to have the 
defendants appear on November 15 to 
receive sentence. 

It will be the duty of Marshal 
Wjight to present the men In court, but 
he said tOMlay that he expected all of 
them to appear to hear the court's ver¬ 
dict. which would relieve him of the 
necessity of going to Chattanooga after 
them. 

The court may either fine or Imprison 
the men, or inflict both penaltiea It 
Is known that from the beginning of 
the proceedings tho court has ap¬ 
peared excomtonally Interested in the 
eaite. and Is^ believed to feel that on 
example must be mode to prevent other 
Indignities to the court. It la recalled, 
however, that several of the members 
of the court. anK>ng whom was the late 
Justice Pockham. dissented from the 
verdict of the majority, which may 
have the effect of lessening the severity 
of the sentence. 

All the defendants assert Innocence. 
Shipp and Gibson declare there was no 
advance Indication of violence to John¬ 
son, and say that otherw*lse they w'ould 
have taken better precaution. Most of 
the other men Implicated say they were 
hot present when the negro w'os killed 
by the mob. , , ^ ^_

RIGHTS OF THE VOTERS AS THEY ARE 

PRESCRIBED BY KENTUCKY STATUTES 


3406. PREVENTING OR ATTEMPTING TO PREVENT VOTER FROM 
VOTING, INTIMIDATION OR INTERFERING WITH ELECTION OFFICER 
—FELONY—Any person who shall unlawfully attempt to prevent, or prevent any 
voter from casting hla ballot, or shall attempt to, or Intimidate, any person or 
voter so aa to prevent him from casting his ballot, or who shall unlawfully In¬ 
terfere with the officers of election In the UlachArge of their duties aa such, shall 
be deemed guilty of a felony, and, upon conviction, be confined In the pcmlien- 
ilaty for a period of years, of not less than one or more thAn five years, for each 
offense. The fact that the person or persons so offending may be an officer or of¬ 
ficers of the Federal Government, or of the State or any distriot, county, town, or 
eity thereof (this applies to police), or of election, shall not relievo them of the 
responsibility or penalty for the violation of this section. 

3422. ELECTIONEERING — WRONGFUL OBTEN8ION — EXHIBITION. 
MARKING OR DELIVERY OF BALLOT, No officer of election shall do any 
electioneering on election day. nor disclose at any time, to any person, the 
name of any candidate for whom any elector has voted. No person whatever 
shall do any electioneering on election day withlo any polling plai t, or within 
fifty feet thereof. No person shall aphly for or recelte any ballot In any polling 
place other than that In which he Is entitled to vote. No t>er8on shall show his 
toUlot, after It la marked, to any person In such a way as to reveal the co^tenis 
therouf or ths name of any candidate for whom he has marked Ma vote; nor 
•ball any person examine a ballot which any elector has prepared for voting; 
or solicit the eltcfor to show' the tan ♦ No voter shall deliver any ballot 
to the Judges of the election to bo voted, except the one he receives from the 
clerk. No voter shall place any mark upon his ballot, or suffer or permit any other 
person to do so, by which It may be afterward identined os the one voted 
by him. Whoever shall violate any provision of this section shall, on conviction, 
be fined not Ipss than twenty ( 20 ) nor more th^n flee hundred <500) dollars, or 
Imprisonment for not less than ten (10) days or more than six (C) months, or 
both so fined and Imprisoned, at the discretion of (he Jury.

IN DOUBT AT CLEVELAND. 

Mayor Tom Johnson Favorite In the 
Betting. 

Cleveland. Nov. 1.—The “silent 
vote,“ as the independent element Is 
termed locally, is a confessed enigma 
to-night to both parties in the contest 
between Mayor Tom L Johnson, who 
seeks a fifth consecutive term in office, 
and Herman C. Bdehr, Republican, his 
chief ofTponent.

I*—Commander 
Robert E. Peary practically was In¬ 
dorsed as the discoverer of the North 
Pole by thk National Geographic So¬ 
ciety to-day. 

Every Indication points to the fact 
tliai Peery's personal statements be¬ 
fore the subcommittee of the society 
to-day convinced Us members that he 
had set foot on the tup of the wx>rid. 
The explorer has bem invited to de¬ 
liver the first of his public lectures 
before the society here on November 
12, and It w*as pointed out to-night 
that iiad the proofs been open to the 
sllghtcsl quostlnn ha never would have 
been asked to appear. 

It was announced to-night at the 
home of Rear Admiral C. H. Chester, 
retlr« d, that a public statement of ths 
findings of the society would probably 
be forthcoming on Wednesday. This 
rapidity In determining the genuine¬ 
ness of Peary’s claim that he reached 
the pole on April 6 last Is tftken to 
mean that there Is no difference uf 
opinion among tho throe experts who 
are delving into his Arctic data, and 
that they are codvincod of his honesty. 

Peary w*as a guest of Admiral Ches¬ 
ter to-night, but he declined posi¬ 
tively to discuss in any w*ay the tes¬ 
timony he gave before the committee or 
to dwell upon personal recollections 
of hla dash for the pole.

For more than tw'o 
hours the members interrogated and 
croes-rxamlned him. They already had 
made a dose study of his data. 

None of the members of tUe sub¬ 
committee to-night would discuss the 
meeting. 

At the request of the society, Peary 
forwarded all of his memoranda to It a 
few days ago. The orgaulxatlon 
promptly turned tlMi papers over to the 
board of managers, which In turn named 
a subcommittee of Investigation. To 
this subcommittee was appv>lnted Rear 
Admiral C U. Chester, O. H. Tlttmann, 
of the Coast and Geodetic Survey, and 
Henry Gannett, chairman of the United 
States Geographical Board. 

The members of the subcommittee are 
regarded by the society as the best 
fitted scientists Jn the United States to 
IHtss upon the documents presented by 
Peary. 

The explorer left to-night for New 
York, where he will spend to-morrow in 
consultation w'Uh the officers of the 
Peary Arctic Club. He will then pro* 
ce«d to his home In Maine.

Hushing to the scene they 
discovered the Ho4>d hou^c wrapped Ifi 
flames, the heat from which was too 
intense to i>ermit any effort to save spy 
of the family inside. 

Inveatlgwtlnvi after the fire showed 
that old man Hiiod and hls nm Roy 
had been murdered by a heavy blow* 
with some Instrument on the heads and 
that the two women, Carolina and 
Emma, had been murdered or drugged 
nnd left In the hoilse to be burned with 
ths father and brother. The two 
women were found In one room and the 
men In two other rooms. 

A coal miller who had been paying 
attention to Carolina for some time 
snd had been repeatedly ordered away 
from ths house by the father, has dis¬ 
appeared. 

He spent Saturday night at tho Hood 
home nnd left early Sunday morning 
at the command of old man Hood, but 
stated upon leaving that he would be 
back again that day.

and becoming strong farmers and use¬ 
ful to the entire State.

Things and their uees. physical laws 
and their methods, the transmutation of 
subetancee. ores and metals, gases and 
Imponderable agents—«uch are the things 
which command the brain and brawn of 
the dsv. 

The importance of liberal studies Is un¬ 
derrated: classical diversions ai*e refrain¬ 
ed from, or kept locked up on shelves, far 
from the frown of the man of business 
and the man of science, as well as from 
the strong young 
. his wings In’ the 
lern subjeett. those 
which have ’•actuality,” which show a 
clear connection with the practical needs 
of the life of the age. are gaining upon 
and tending to displace the classical lan¬ 
guages anu literatures, which, a hundred 
years ago. under the bead of “humani¬ 
ties.” or humanising studies, formed the 
staple of a higher literal education. There 
Is a growing Insistence on the practicst 
galnfulnesK or remunerutlvenees of study, 
lla direct and easily recognlauble bearing 
on success In professional life 

Never has the apo^^hegm of Words¬ 
worth been more applicable: 

‘•The world la too much with us; late or 
soon. 

Getting and spending, we lay waste our 
powers."

It Is as vain as It fa foolish to decry effi 
ciency aa an educational Ideal, but la It 
right that technical and commercial edu¬ 
cation be carried eo far ae to neglect 
other lines of education at least as in¬ 
dispensable to social welfare? Without 
for a moment abandoning the purely utlll 
tarian point of view, the strongest argu 
ments cw.n be urged for retaining In our 
educational system those branches ^ cul¬ 
ture which do not bear In the least on 
our efllolency. national or Indlvldnal, 
w'hlch neither raise our “ouipuf nor help 
LS to resist furi-ign competition. 

Tliere Is no purpose to dlspamge utility, 
properly understood and pursued. Mod¬ 
ern life, so complex, so restless and so 
competitive, naturally tends to an educa¬ 
tion suited to the times. But material 
development and prosperity are not all 
that are essential for the making of a 
great people. Movement la not nece-i^arlly 
progress and the advance In civilisation 
cannot be measured by the Increase In 
the number of sky-scrmptng buildings. 

PUsto distlngulshee between the e«1uca 
tlon W'hlch alms only at outward and 
worldly su«*res8. and the true, the liberal 
education, which fils men for perfect cltl- 
xenshlp. lh«< latter he declares, ••is the 
onl/ education which, upon our view, de¬ 
serves the name: the other sort of train¬ 
ing which alms at the acqulsttlnn of 
wealth or bodily strength, or mere clever¬ 
ness apart from intelligence and Justics. Is 
mean and Illiberal, and Is not worthy to 
be called education at all.” 


Illustrate that learned men, fumli^ed 
with reasonable experience, far excel in 
business the unlearned: and we find 
many brilliant names in the various pur¬ 
suits and profeostone that to practlw 
habits and professional knowledge. Join 
elegant attainments and liberal sludle*. 

That the study of the classics is wasted 
time and labor Is S very shallow and 
vulgar objection. It would be easier to 
prove that their study is essential for 
any people who are desirous of preserv¬ 
ing either that purity of tsste which Is 
their brightest ornament, or that purity 
of morals which Is their stroiigest bul¬ 
wark. The classics cannot be eliminated 
from any system for a truly liberal edu¬ 
cation They are essential to Inform the 
mind. In the proper sense of that word, 
to mould and train It. faithful to the true 
Durpoec of education, wrnlch le derived 
from rduco. eduesre of the first conjuga¬ 
tion signifying to train* to form. 

’They also Instruct, and the usee of the 
knowie<lge which they give aia mani¬ 
fold. They cannot, perhaps, create the 
literary faculty, though they seldom fall 
to Improve It where It exists: possessing 
a peculiar advantage In the cultivation of 
the Unogtnatlon and taste.

There Is soincthlng grander than to sub- 
due external nature and bind her mysterl.

)our through every avenue into the popu¬ 
lar mind the rays of knowledge until 
the faint dawn of general intelligence 
shall kindle upward to perfect day-^theee 
are the objects which should claim the 
earliest and latest thought of a people 
who would fill the eye of future time. 

”TlJe end of education.” says Richter, 
••Is to elevate above the spirit of the age.** 
It Is not necessary to depm-late the value 
of specific tftohnlcal ano scientific tra!n- 
Ing In order to exalt the worth of the 
more complete devriopmrnt. Classlral 
culture Is not advocated in opposition to. 
but In alliance wHh. scientific culture, to 
preside over and direct It. 

Science, wo must concede, has come to 
stay, and no doubt to dominoAe our mlnde 
more and more. Let us guard against glv- 
Ing tt too high a place, too great a pre¬ 
ponderance In our rdu<-atlon. for science 
discusses force and methods, but says 
nothing of God. freedom and Immortality. 
Science leads us to the tree of knowledge, 
not to the tree of l:f<». B> should not ac¬ 
cept the rather enornivuis pretentlone 
whlrh are onwadaye made on behalf of 
technical and commercial education, as 
U)e end-all and be-all. 


While this Is true of the best literature 
In general. It Is especially true of the 
closflce. There may be more imagination 
In Shakespeam and Dante than In Homer 
and Virgil, but In ponsn. In cxqulelteness, 
In what Matthew Amolo calls '’freedom 
of provinciality.” we must yield to the 
writers of Athens and Rome. 

The very* exuberance of modem poetry 
may be the cause of Its roughness and 
IncompletenesN. and while this Is the case, 
the best correction Is to be sought in the 
continued study of classical models. Nor 
can the classics humanise characters that 
resist their charm, though, where that 

power finrls entrance they vlndlrate their 
title to be called literae liumanlores. cul¬ 
tivating the sympathies, quickening the 

moral sensibilities and enlarging the 

moral vision, and all those faculties 

which afford us an avenue of escape from 
ourselvee and enable us to beconte par¬ 
ticipants In the universal life. 

By bringing our thoughts into an ever 
closer conformity with this high. Imper¬ 
sonal reason It leads us, although along 
a different path, to the same goal as re¬ 
ligion. to a unton ever more Intimate with 
“• • • our only true, deep-burled eelvas. 
Being one with which, we are one with 
the whole world.’* 


Boccaccio Was Frightened. 


It Is said that Boccaccio was thorough¬ 
ly frightened by a monk predicting hUr 
Imminent death, and that he oonchided 
to obey the friar’s mandate, relinquish 
his etudlee. sell his books and go Into a 
convent This Impulsive purp)ee was 
strongly opposed by hli friend, retrarch. 
In a letter containing the following: 
“Many, doiibilsee. have attained the high¬ 
est degree of sanctity without learning, 
but learning need never prevent anyone 
from becoming a sa nt 

“It is true that the apostle Paul was 
taunted with having been made mod by 
much learning, but the world has long 
known how much truth there a*as In that 
reproach- Were 1 to spealt my whole 
mind upon this matter 1 should say that 
the patn which leads to virtue by the way 
of Ignorance may be eaay. but that It la 
the chosen route of the sltigglah and the 
cowardly. 

“The goal of all good men la the some, 
but It Is reached by a great variety of 
roads Bui most glorious surety the path 
which leads through the sunshine and 
over tbe heights.”

searches of the academic recluse have re¬ 
sulted in the Inventions that have revolu¬ 
tionised our Industries. 

Nothing Is more common than to hear 
aoserttons that classlral attainments are 
supcrfiuous elegancies and unsulted to the 
practical duties of life.

It 
coin done w’tthout impairing the skill 
r.f our handtcroflsmen or the manliness 
of life. 

Froctical examples arc not wan ling to 


Ir any reasonable scheme of studies 
the cloaetcs eertatgly deserve to retain 
their place; their audience must always 
Include those who are wortbv to be ini¬ 
tiate in the "sacred rights of literature” 
sacra llterarum colrntes). Three thing* 
ore wanted specially In education which 
classical training can best give. The first 
Is to gel free from the bondage of mere 
word and phrase. The eecond. In the days 
of “exuberant verbosity,” Is the cultlxm- 
tlon of a clear and concise style, the cul¬ 
tivation of the chaste, polished and con¬ 
densed style which we find In the best 
classical authors. 

The third Is to spread the true culture 
which Is wanted in these days of fhe 
advance of mnterjal prosperity; spread a 
real culture, the best antidote to tne nar¬ 
rowness of outlook, the provinciality, so 
often associated with vigorous practical 
life 

Historically speaking, the development 
and characteristics of tbe greater part of 
what Is most valuable In our literature 
would be as unintelligible, without refer¬ 
ence to the 'Greek and Homan classics, a« 
the literature of Rome would be without 
reference to that of Greece. 

Ancient and modern literatures are 
really parts of one great literary whole. 
Thev form a bond which unites the cot- 
tlvated minds of all ages and all nations 
together The “mcrum llterarum stu- 
dhim”—to use a phrase of Macroblue—the 
religion of the world of tetters Is not a 
jealous or Intolerant faith. The object of 
that rell^on Is to keep alive the senti¬ 
ment of reverence for ever>’ kind of ev- 
cellence which has appeared In the lit¬ 
erature of the world. 


“When so based, adequate study 
wUI not be found exacting, either of timb¬ 
er labor. To know Sl>akeepeare and Mil¬ 
ton Is the pleasant and orownlng consum¬ 
mation of knowing Homer and Aeschyhiv 
Catullus and V’’lrg1I. and upon no othei 
terms can we obtain IL’* 

Woqld any competent scholar denv thst 
the best of Englln literature Is little lew: 
than the history of th§ modifications o* 
native gsntua and choracteHstlcs by clas¬ 
sical Influence: that the peculiarities ar.U 
development of our epic, dramatic, e’e 

f ’lac. didactic, pastoral, and much of our 
vrlc, of our satire and of other epecle 
of our poetry Is. historically speaking, oti 
unintelligible hieroglyph unless read In 
the light of antiquity? 

The lame Is tx*ue of our maaterpleres n 
proee—criticism, oratory, historical compo¬ 
sition. sacred and secular, dialectic and 
epistolary literature.

New Corpoimtion Subject To State 
Commiasion To Be Formed As

Bartleavllle, Okla , Nov, 1.—The 
Standard Oil Company has compro¬ 
mised Us controversy with the State of; 
Oklaltoma by organizing the Oklahoma ' 
Pipe Line Company to build an eight- 
inch pipe lino to carr>’ oil to the Stand- j 
ard refinery at Baton Rouge. La. it 
expected oil will be running through 
the line by February 1. 

This will relieve the oil situation In 
the Oklahoma field, where low prices 
caused by the inability of the pro¬ 
ducers to market their oil has caused 
considerable loss. 

The new company will be an Okla¬ 
homa corporation dlrectJy under the 
supervision of Uie State Corporation 
Commission, which has authority to 
regulate rates. The company will be 
exclusively a common carrier and will 
not buy oil nor own property oX any 
kind in Oklahoma save for the pur¬ 
pose of operating Its nlpe Unea. 

Soon After statehood w’as establlsheil 
the Prairie Oil and Gas Company, a 
foreign corporation undertook to 
build a new pipe line and was en¬ 
joined by Attorney General tVea:, un¬ 
der a pr nialon of the ConetlUitlon de¬ 
nying to lorelgn corporatlrna the bene¬ 
fits oYthe right of eminent domain over 
public hlghw‘aya. 

Attorney General West was opposed 
in hiB suit by Gov. Haskell on the 
ground that the Allornoy General had 
no authority to bring a suit In the 
name of the State unless directed to do 
80 by the Governor. This dispute is 
still In the courts.

To-day’s Elcctioiia. I 

There are not many State electlona 
tcHlay in the United States, and no 
'•no of them Is of sufficient Importance 
lo attract much ailentlo^f from the ^ut- 
nlde. Maryland 18 to vote on a Consti¬ 
tutional amendment aimed at the dis¬ 
franchisement of the negro. More gen¬ 
eral IntercMt is felt in the result of this 
vote than in any other Stato-wlde elec« 
ilon now pending In this country. It 
Uis amendment is adopted negro voters 
;iuist have the qualification of paying 
Nuits on at least |$00 worth of prop« 
and must be equal to an edu- 
eatlonal test. In a letter written early 
tn the campaign President Taft de¬ 
clared that the amendment "waa delib¬ 
erately drawn to Impose educational 
snd other quallflcatlons upon negroes 
rod exempt everybody else from such 
quallflcatlons.*' 

The Democrats of Maryland freely 
admit that Prealdent Taft waa right 
when he made this statement. The 
ahalrman of the Democratic State Cen¬ 
tral Committee. Murray Vandiver, in a 
pebllshed address to the voters of 
Maryland sxys: 

"Even' while voter In Maryland, na¬ 
tive and foreign borm. can receive end re- 
br upon She as»ia*ence— 

. "First—That the amendment. If ratifled 
will not drprlve htm of hie vote. 

. "H«*cond—That the edurjitlonal t^wi wili 
DO! bo pm to any whHe clUsen of the 
SUle. 

‘Third—That the white men who cannot 
read or axKe will be able to vote just aa 
t.iey do now. 

"Fourth-That the educational teat will 
pot be retiuhcd of any while voter, but 
tiily of n^vt'^oos. 

"Fifth—That the ow'nerabtp of property 
ky cHlaena In to vole will only be 

required of negrore.** 

The Baltimore American, which la 
supporting the amendment, prints con- 
4 >lcuoi 4 ely In varloua parts of the pa¬ 
per the statement that If the amend¬ 
ment passes "no white clllsrti will be 
deprived of hla vote,"

solid In accordance with the lost me¬ 
rlons of llii* Republican bosses. In two 
counties of the 'Btate the black popu¬ 
lation Is In the majority, and in a num¬ 
ber of others the colored population 
is large. The attitude of the Demo 
cra41c porty Is that the negroes are 
Jlllleratc and vicious and should not 
continue to be a balance of power as 
at present.

The Bloody Gridiron. 

When Hie question 6 f whether a 
given form of athletic sport should be 
tabooed because of fatalities resulting 
from It Is broached there Is argument 
upon both aides. It is easy to condemn 
s game Chat takes toll of life. It la 
mo^ difficult 10 say how* we are to 
keep up the stamina of a race If wa 
discourage all forms of competitive 
athletics W'hlch Include an element of 
danger. Our hard-rldlng. fox-hunting 
ancestors In EnglaJid and Scotland rode 
with death at their elbows, and earlier 
In the history of the Anglo-Saxons the 
rough-and-tumble of the tilt-yard cost 
lives. But the Anglo-Saxon Is a finer 
apecimen of manhood than he would 
have been without the training his race 
has had In field sporu. But It la some¬ 
what difficult to explain why football 
has been so leniently looked upon by a* 
majority of the people in America os an 
amateur sport while pugilism has been 
•d widely condemhed upon the soore of 
brutality. 

Pugilism Is, of course, open to criti¬ 
cism because the tone of the game Is' 
not Elevated. But for sheer brutality 
to one another—unintentional some- 
limes, but not different in effect because 
it Is not malicious—the football players 
surpass any member of the pugilistic 
profession who ever danced about the 
prise ring to land a solar plexus^low 
and make his opponent take the count. 
The gridiron is bloodier than tho 
squared circle. Ye 8 terday*a dispatches 
told of the death of a West Point cadet 
whoso neck was broken* beneath a 
struggling mass of youths composing 
two football elevens. Ths tame day’s 
news touched upon the condition of a 
lad at Kokomo and a Kentucky mid¬ 
shipman kt Annapolis who were hover¬ 
ing between life and death as a result 
of Injuries on the football fleld. The 
grand total of the casualties of football 
for a year shows a deoth list which Is 
large us compared to that caused by 
pugilistic encounters In the palmics; 
days of tho "game"—large even when 
the number of football players and the 
number of amateur and professional 
boxers are considered relatively. 

The story of the young West Point¬ 
er's fate Is told, pathetically, in the foU 
lowing paragraph: 

“Buried beneath a mass of struggling 
players In the Harvard-Army gam«* yea- 
terday, his neck twisted and broken by 
the weight of the crushing pits above Mm 
and he wa* picked up with every nto’e 
of hla body except those of his head and 
face helpldse to perform their functions." 

Football Is to a certain extent a game 
of skllL and even of mental alertness, 
but it Is certainly one in which the risk 
of ^fe and limb Is high In proportion 
to Us value aa a form of exercise. 

It would seom that happy results 
would 'follow a'' roncerted attempt of 
the coUeges and universities to transfer 
Interest to some game less dangerous 
than football. Baseball, tennis, row¬ 
ing. fleld sports are engaged In. In their 
season, with but little danger. But the 
autumn game Is one in which the player 
la exposed tp as much risk as he would 
be In service as A soldier during war,

Is succeeded by a 
statesmaii who believes "the conqueats 
of pea 4 ?e more permanently beneficial 
than those of war," and who is farsee- 
Ing enough to undertake the extremclv 
risky work of piloting the Japanese 
ship of State between tho Scylla of w*ar 
and tho Charybldis of lorrliorlal stag¬ 
nation. The major ambition of Japan, 
and her major necessity, is territorial 
aggrandlxement to make room for a 
.)pulatlon Increasing too rapidly In an 
already cramped country 
ently, the hope of the Imperial Govern 
mcni to And room for expansion on the 
Aslan mainlafld. The ultimate i^nnexa- 
tlon of Korea, which seems quite certain 
to eventuate. Is generally considered to 
be merely one step toward Increasing 
Japanese territory, and it looks as if 
China offers about the only field in 
w hich Japan ci^ hope to expand. 

If the absorfltlon of Korea and * ex¬ 
ploitation. and the colonlxatlon of 
Manchuria. should continue along 
peaceful tines until Japan’s now de¬ 
pleted exchequer could be replenished, 
and her army and navy atrengthened. 
it might be possible for her to slice off 
good bit of Chinese territory for her 
own uses, provided China does not fulfill 
the oflcn-m^de "awakenlhg’^ prophesies 
and become efficient In a military sentic. 
The prospects of the "Russian advance" 
Interfering seriously with the Japanese 
programme within the nert twenty 
years do not seem to be a large factor 
In the problem, and It has not yet been 
demonstrated that the Powers contem¬ 
plate any drastic concerted action to 
force Japan to live up to her •’open 
door" agreements. 

If a Japanese of the military party 
should become os prominent as Prince 
Uo was. as an adviser of the Mikado, 
and a molder of the policies of the Em¬ 
pire. hot-headedness might plunge 
Japan Into a course that would involve 
the nation in serious complications. 
Supreme tact is a prerequisite to yie 
auccese of a programme that ooniem- 
plates the violation of treaties without 
the provocation of war. Prince Ito. 
rather than any other Japanese states¬ 
man, deraonatraied that he possessed 
tact.

and about Hell’s Kitchen. Mulbery Bend 
and other loceJltle* made famous In fic¬ 
tion. The completeness of the picture 1* 
due to core In selecting and drilling a 
large company. Rarely la a play that re¬ 
quires a coat of conatdejoble proportions 
so well acted la the small parts a* Mrs 
Flske's presentation, or—to give credit to 
whom credit is due—th* Manhattan Com¬ 
pany’s presentation of “Salvation Nell." 
It would be hard to count all of the bits 
that are taken care of capably. There Is 
not. In the whole performance, a weak 
spot due to the failure of one of the com- 
pat'y to meet tht requirements of the role. 
But the play Is just a slumming (jour—a 
very comfortable and enjoyable one, upon 
which the nice ybung person may aafoiy

Tlirrt are twdnty-elght voting precincts 
In tho city and there will be a sheriff at 
each precinct to see that the lasv in re¬ 
gard to elections Is carried out In re- 
sMct to the purchase of votes the law Is 
very strict, and ajwatch will be kept on 
those trho attempt to control the fran¬ 
chise of any voter, ft is not believed that 
any attempt will be made to use money 
at the polls to-day. 

Delinquents Must Settle. 

City Treasurer Frank Green, of New 
Albany, has been able to collect enough 
money to pay off the city officers, and 
the policemen and firemen were paid yes. 
tenday for fwo months* services. Yes¬ 
terday was the lagt day on which taxes, 
city or State, could bo paid without a 
penalty of 10 per cent. On this account 
j the collections were heavier than for a 
I long time past. It having been announced 
! that the tax collectors were to proceed 
I against all delinquents who have not 
I settled. It Is estimated by the ooUectora 
i that If all would settle their tax bills 
promptly a reduction In the rate of at 
I least lU per rent, could be made. The 
delinquent list In the city and county is 
vtrry large and efforts are being made to 
have it settled In some way or other. 

At the last session of the Legislature a 
bill was passed to enable the Prosecuting 
Attorneys of ths several counties to pro¬ 
ceed agalnat deltnquenU. and this will bo 
done at opce. 

I'he only thing which has prevented the 
prosecutor from proceeding against the 
dellnquenu before now Is that the work 
of making up the record la difficult and 
requires more time than in ordinary 
cases. However, It is assured that all of 
the dellnquenu will be proceeded against 
within the next few months.

Trial of the A, O. Brannin will con 
test will be resumed in Judge Batson's 
court to-morrow morning at 10 o’clock, 
having been adjourned yesterday after¬ 
noon until that lime. Gov. Augustus 
E. Willson, Grant Slaughter and 
Charles Johnson are the three witnesses 
the prupounders want to put on before 
they sa>* they are done, and then the 
contestants will begin on their rebuttal 
testimony. All concerned are desirous 
of completing the trial as soon as pos¬ 
sible, and the court evidently thought 
yesterday mqrolng that the decks could 
be Cleared by Thursday morning, M he 
dismissed the regular Jury panel until 
that time. , 

Tho proceedings yesterday lasted 
from 10 o'clock until I o'clock in the 
Afternoon and was token up with testi¬ 
mony of the propounder's wltnessoj*. 
('ourt was late In beginning Ks sessh^ii 
because of the delay Incident to the 
regular panel tWai reported for Jury 
service yesterday morning. Several In¬ 
teresting witnesses were pot on the 
stand and all testified as to the testa¬ 
mentary capacity of the testator. 

John W. Barr, Jr., president of the 
Fidelity Trust Company, wasvthe first 
witness. He said ho was 45 years of 
age and kneg- Mr. Brannin for twenty- 
five years prior to his death. About 
a year or eighteen months before Mr. 
Brannln’s death, ho said, he had some 
dealing with Mr. Brannin about some 
rent notes, concerning his Owen and 
Henr>' county farms. He said he 
thought the testator was competent. 
On cross-ex.'imlnatlon, he said he was 
not sure that the notes he referred to 
were rent notes. He said he thought 
Mr. Brannin of a remarkably vigorous 
and positive mind.

Dt. Mathews On Stand. 

Dr. J. N. Mathew’i. until recently 
president of the State Board of Health, 
which post he held for eighteen years, 
was the next w'ltness. He knew .Mr. 
Brannin all his life, and the witness 
sold he was 62 years and 6 months old. 
He prescribed for Mr. Brannin In 1902 
last and saw him In the early part of 
1903. Dr. Mathews said he saw no 
change in his mental condition what- 
ev«5r In the latter part of his life. His 
last talk was with the testator In his 
office. He detailed a trip to his farms 
at that time. .Mr. Brannln’s physical 
condition w*as remarkable for his age. 
he said. ‘I*he intestinal trouble he 
trented Mr. Brannin for w'os not serl. 
ous, he said, and he noted no signs of 
arterial sclerosis In the last years of 
his life, nor w'os there any outward In¬ 
dication of Blight’s disease. In describ¬ 
ing Mr. Brannin. witness used the ad¬ 
jectives "anilable. positive, obstinate, 
determined, estimable and excellent.” 
He said he thought Mr. Brannin had 
testamentary capacity. As a general 
rule, he sold, men past 60 suffer from 
arterial sclerosis.

Castle, said he knew Mr. Brannin for 
about thirty years. He was employed 
by Mr. Brannin In the fall of 1909 In 
connection with a lawsuit In Cincinnati. 

“Mr. Brannin.” said he, the 

most self-reliant man I ever knew." 

In October of 190? he aald, he baw a 
good deal of Mr. Brannin ki Owen 
county, at Qratz and Oaenton, and 
Iliac at that time his brain waa oa char 
anf^as vigorous‘as ever. He then look 
an active Interest In several lawsuits, 
wUrJbPs said. On cross-examination he 
fxptalned his connection with the 
Brannin family by saying that his step- 
mot her was Mna Brannln's sister. He 
sold Mr. Brannin had testamentary ca> 
paclty. 

John W. Hodman, an attorney of 
Frankfort, said he knew .Mr. Brannin 
all hit life in a busines« way and so¬ 
cially. He was at John H. Brand's 
house In May, the month before Mr 
Brannin died. Witness said his mind 
Uien was as clear and keen as ever. 
Wltne.«s said that he thought .Mr. 
Br innln had a fixed purpose In every¬ 
thing and could not have been unduly 
Influenced by anyone. 

.Mrs. H. M. Kelly said she had 
known Mr. Brannin w'ell for forty- 
three years, and knew all the family a« 
well. She sat iind talked with Mr. 
Brannin two weeks before his death, 
was a well-informed man. 

"He AN’Os determined almost to stub- 
bomnesa.” witness said. 

She never observed any decay of his 
mental faculties. She thought nobody 
could Influence Mr. Brannin to do any- 
■cHing he didn't want to do.- On cross- 
examination she w'as asked why A. O. 
Brannin cut off Miss Rldgely. She 
didn't want to answer, saying she only 
luid an opinion, and Mr. Marshall with¬ 
drew the question.

Took “Old-Foahioncd” Toddy. 


Jacob L. Sm>*ser, the next witness, 
said he w’ould be 76 years of age on 
I>eecmber 1. He knew Mr. Brannin for 
fifty years. He met Mr Brannin on 
Fifth street, between two and six weeks 
before his death. They stoptKMl and 
chatties and went Into Rufer’s. where 
they had u little lunch, and an "old- 
fashioned toddy," he said. 

"The snap and alertness of his men¬ 
tality never failed until the last.*' said 
the W'ltness. "He was a very remarka¬ 
ble man. far above the average. He 
was in a doss by himself. He didn't 
hire anybody to do hi* thinking.” 

Mr Smystr told of the drawing of 
the will of his father-in-law. J. S. Llth- 
gow. That teatator was 88 years of 
age iluMi. but drew» hl^t will as he w’ani- 
cd It drawn. The witness said he had 
drawn hU will and named his sons a» 
executors and trustees without bond. 
l>n cros#-examination he said his sons

He fitted 
glasses three or four years before his 
death. He dlscovcri'd no Indications 
of Bright's disease, ho said.

Positive, Clear-Headed' 

Marlon E. Taylor knew Mr. Brannin 
for nearly twenty yearh. He was a pos¬ 
itive, Clear-Headed man, he sold, and 
of a high order of Intelligence. He 
seemed quite vigorous for a man of his 
years. He often saw Mr Brannin up 
to 189S and after that «w- him fre¬ 
quently from then on to his death, both 
on the street^ and In his home. Mr 
Taylor was not asked to give hls ago. 
nor did he volunteer the Information. 

Henry J. Tllford said he brought a 
suit for Mr Brannin. filed In March, 
1902. This was In a magistrate's court. 
On F'ebruary 28,. 1903, he said he 
brought another suiL for rent for Mr. 
Brannin. On one gf these occasions 
the testator went to the magistrate's 
court and participated In the case. He 
said Mr. Bmnnin appeared to be n 
man determined not to l>e Imposed 
upon. In March of 1903 he remem¬ 
bered having seen him. Then he w:ij» 
of an alert Intellect and of vlgorouA 
will. 

Harry Goodman .has been In 
the employ of John H Brand A Co. 
for ten years. He knew Mr. Brannin 
ottd said he saw him every day he 
came downtown, four or five times u 
week. While the testator W’as In the 
office he onld the witness coltected hls 
rents from Louisville property. Mr. 
Brannin sometimes got him to cof/V 
manuscripts on the typewriter. On 
cross-exarnlnKGon Mr. Bullitt wept Into 
detail as to what he knew of Mr. Bran¬ 
nln's business and hls business meth¬ 
ods. hut did not confuse the witness, 
on redirect examination the witness 
said that John Brannin. brother of the 
testator, was the man described by the 
negto ^nitor.

ONSIDE KICK AN UNPOPULAR PLAY 


Few Teams Use Freak Method To Gain Ground Because 
of Scarcity of Good Kickers. 


EEN observers of things football- 
Istlo ore wont to wonder at 
times over the comparative ex¬ 
clusion of the onslde kick in the 
average team's repertory of plays to a 
favoring of the forward pass. 

There Is no disputing the fact that the- 
latter play Is far more popular. The de¬ 
velopment of the long heave may well be 
said to have been rapid, but the same 
does not hold good for the onslde kick. 
W’^hen the big gain that a successful 
quick boot will yield Is considered the ap¬ 
parent reluctance of coaches tn general to 
employ this weapon of attack is surpris¬ 
ing at first tkought. However, there Is 
another aide to the story. 

To employ the onslde kick with any de¬ 
gree of succqss. a team must be blessed 
wltix on unusually accurate piece booier. 
A man who can drop the leather any 
place within a ten-yard sreo. will not do; 
no must be able to punt a boll so that It 
will land within reasonable distance of a 
certain point. HaphaxOrd klckmg will not 
do. If a coach Unde himself cqulpp^ 
with a toe artist of euch gblllty he very 
wisely starts 10 make the onslde kick a 
prominent feature of hls offehse.

It seemed a 
lucky boot, but Keitnard, whose toe sent 
the ball tumbling over tho bar, began 
that kick early the previous spring, when 
he started to practice drop kicking.

Upon retuming 
to college he practiced daily to bring hi* 
kicking to perfection. He was allowed to 
try hts drop kicks behind the line against 
the scrubs until In an exhibition he kicked 
stxiy successive goals.

It was decided to use Kennard against 
Tale, should lloKord get the balllnslde 
the Blue's 25-y&rd Une on a thlr^down 
and more than two yards to go From 
the side lines Kennard saw tho ball car¬ 
ried to Yale's 15-yard line, and he was 
called upon. He took hls position behind 
the center, signaled hls teammate and 
ero the thousands realised It tlie ball was 
passed, caught, dropped and booted— 
squarely between the uprights and over 
the bar and Tale was defeated. 

There was thinking and stu^ bock of 
a play Invented by Walter Camp, and 
used in 1902. winning Yale tho Kasteru 
UrtercuHegtoie championship. Starting 
from the base that he knew what c\*ery 
opposliAg player would do under certain 
condition*. Camp decided on a play that 
would start as an ordinary play, and car¬ 
ry until the proper nmment. when a rad¬ 
ical departure would be made. 

He picked up the space between guard 
and tackle to liinge the play upon. He 
drilled (he Yale team la a fake attack. 
It was tried against Princeton when the 
Tiger team. t«n minutes after the play 
had started, wee leading. 5 to 0. Yale had 
the ball In Princeton's territory. 

Tho signal was given for the play. It 
was sent outside tackle on the rl(mt «>f 
Princeton’s line. The Tiers’ right tackle 
came through putelde Yale’s offMislve end 
an<l the right half started, the guard coin¬ 
ing through, low and straight. 

This left a hole between tackle and 

f -uord big enough to "drive a truck 
hrough, and os the men swept around 
the end. (Chadwick. tl>o halfback, shot 
thrq^gh the opening and over the goal 
Une. 

Brilliant captain* and quarterback* 
often win games by dl*e<jverlng unexpect¬ 
ed weakness, and Inventing or aitemat- 
tng a play to take advantage of it. 

The Kar\n.rd-West Point nme of 1891 
developed such a situation. Netthar team 
bed scored, and Harvard had the ball on 
Weat Piilnl’s slxty-five-yard line, but 
with four minutes to play.

CutU. who had 
been used as the battering ram. went In 
empty handed, and Bob Keman took the 
ball. The Horv'ard backs crowded out 
the Wc*t pA>ln! end and Kernitn went 
through with no one In front one 
man, who was stralghl-armed. and Ker- 
nan raced to the goal.

INDIANS POOR BARGAINERS. 

(Brooklyn Standard-Union.) 

It is not extensively known that a 
large slk. of Brooklyn real estate, two 
mile* wide and rc*achlng apparently 
from Wallaboui Basin to fanarsle Bay 
(eight mtles). was at one time sold for 
a few barrelit of beer, some imincy and 
one or two guns. The tract, which Is 
now In iho very heart of ih«* borough, 
lias a present value of several mlUlona 

Of course this lutppenvd some years 
ago, and It would bo Impossible |io 
now find a human eye witness to the 
transaction but the saie took place 
Just the ffanV. and In legal fashion, 
too. 

Although this was a huge piece of 
land, little ceremony, it w'uuld yeem, 
was needed to procure It. The Coun¬ 
cillors of Bedford Comers mot at their 
town hall, drew up papers of appli¬ 
cation and r* *nt them to the Governor. 
There la no recorded evidence that any 
negotiation had btM*n previously opemui 
with the red men. It s*»cnictl to be 
taken for granted that Uie Governors 
permUslon wafc iht all-Important fea¬ 
ture. 

The vlllagrrs, on receiving their li¬ 
cense jM*nt a deputation to Siaten 
IslajiQ to meet tho Indian ow'ncrs of 
the strip of land. Lftilt or no lime 
was lost In negotiations for the (rans- 
fer. the exact Ilralu of the tract not 
even being settled on. The burgher^ 
It would seem, stated the price, which 
w'as eagerly a* .N pttHl. 

After reaching homo, the white com- 
nilttee drew up a deed •*{ sale. Very 
ahonly afterward four or live young 
men from Bedford Corner* left In two 
large canoe* from Staten Island. They 
met the Indians at what Is known as* 
Biapleton. The white and red men 
then Journeyed to W.qibib.'ut. where a 
lunch wa* given to the Indians. In the 
iiftcrnoon of the Fame d.iy two bar¬ 
risters called tho Indian^ bi f ire them. 
The l.awyers Ihen r*ad the de».'d, ii> 
which all the 50 ns oi the forest agreed. 
The lost five paragraphs of tho paper 
were reread- The Indians being asked 
if they thoroughly understood the con¬ 
ditions of the tnin>trr, nodded their 
heads vigorously In 'h: affirmative.

BLEACHING IN LAUNDRXES. 

(.New York Press.) 

Strictly t»i>eaklng soap is the onJv 
chapilcal that should be used In a tlrst- 
claaa laundry, but most laundries find 
It necessary to use caustic or washing 
soda to soften down the water. Some¬ 
times in order to w'htten the clothes a 
bleacher Is put in. Such Is usuallv 
chloride of lime, but In case of wine, 
iron or fruit st^Uns clihrr oxalic acid or 
chloride of tin comes In handy. Manv 
{latent laundry preparations are used 
to whiten clothes accidently stained at 
home or In laundering. All these chem- 
Icala do little or no harm provided the 
laiiniryman understands the use of the 
chemical and we.okcna it right, but the 
mu.'^t imporiant of all is that the bleach 
Fihould all be washed dut at once with 
fresh water. 

A most injurious thing which costs 
New Yorkers a big lot of money is the 
sly use of oxalic acid In home laun¬ 
dries by the visiting washerwoman who 
carries a small bag of oxalic acid In her 
handgrip or maybe under her apron. 
Two or three lablespoonsful of this 
cleaning dope put Into a laundry tub 
of water make waahlng so easy that it 
Is a sin to take the money, but what It 
does 10 clothes Is a plenty. \Vl^ house¬ 
keepers try to watch for this trick, but 
It Is hard to keep It from being worked. 
ChcmlcalH used for laundering are 
deadly polsonr
